Lifting ‘Enemy Alien’ Stigma 
Blow to Axis, Italian Paper Says 


The Columbus Day. decision of 
the U. S. government, removing 
from Italian non-citizens the 
stigma of enemy aliens will have 
world wide repercussions, especially 
within Italy, the New York Italian 
language newspaper Unita del 
Popolo, emphasizes editorially in 
its Oct. 31 issue. This and similar 
developments unifying the Italian 
people abroad, says the paper, 
“make it more imperative than 
ever that a National Italian Com- 
mittee be formed; which will coor- 
dinate and intensify all the activi- 
ties of the ten million Italians out- 
side of Italy in this decisive mo- 
ment.” 

Excerpts from the Unita del 
Popolo editorial follow: 

The repercussions of this deci- 
sion, which frees the Italians of 
America from the category and 
restrictions of “enemies,” will be 
felt not only in this country, but 
in the sphere of international rela- 
tions as well, and in the first place 
in Italy itself. 

Here in the United States, the 
decision of Oct. 12th has without 
doubt given a new and more pow- 
erful impetus to the unity of the 
Italian - American community, for 
the fight against the imperialists 
the plutocrats and militarists of 
Rome, Berlin and Tokio, for the 
victory of the United Nations and 
to guarantee a just peace based on 
the freedom of all peoples. Already 
several Government officials, who 
understand the democratic char- 
acter of this war, have concerned 
themselves with the unity of all 
the Italians of America, who must 
overcome all the old _ sectarian 
prejudices and the deep - seated 
partisan bitterness so as to ex- 
clude no one but the fascist agents 


of Hitler and Mussolini in their 
all-inclusive unity. . 

This intelligent and correct pol- 
icy has already borne its first 
fruits in the great unity demon- 
strations held in Chicago, Phila- 
delphia, Baltimore, Rochester and 
other places on Columbus Day. It 
has borne fruits in the creation of 
new, broad “Italian - American 
Committee for Victory,” which in- 
clude all the forces of the Italian- 
American community, from Cath- 
olics to Communists, from trade 
unionists to liberals, from old time 
anti-fascists to the innumerable 
Italian societies which until very 
recently were under the influence 
of the poisonous fascist propa- 
ganda, but which today are ready 
to redeem their past by their 
deeds. .., , 

This is a gigantic step forward, 
destined to strengthen the com- 
mon effort in this war of civiliza- 
tion against barbarity. This is a 
forward step which opens extremely 
favorable perspectives ... in the 
Italian-American community to 
uproot the last traces of the in- 
fluence of fascism and to prepare 
the Italian-American masses for 
the great democratic and progres- 
sive developments of the future....

The supreme need of the United 
Nations in the present war is a 


‘joint war strategy and action to 


correspond. There is necessary not 
only closer cooperation between 


the Governments and General Staffs 
of Great Britain, the United States, 


the USSR and China, but also the 
development of a more uniform 
understanding of the global char- 
acter of the war and of the com- 
mon military. actions which it de- 
mands. Such a coordination of 
leadership, concept and strategy, is 
imperative. 

The worldwide scope of the war 
is determined by the fact that the 
Axis powers’ plans of conquest em- 
brace every continent. Germany is 
out to subjugate afl of Europe and 
Africa. Could it have its way it 
would also push on into Asia 
through the Middle East until it 
bumped into the expamding Japa- 
nese empire. Japan’s plans are 
no less ambitious, as it immediately 
propeses to overrun the entire con- 
tinent of Asia, Australia and the 


» myriad islands of the Pacific. The 


Western Hemisphere, too, is also 
scredujJed for eventual fascist sub- 
jugat ion, as Hitler, Tojo and Mus- 
solini have insolently announced. 
What the peoples of the non- 


fascist world confront, therefore, 
is a defmite menace of world 
dom motion from Germany a n d 
Japan. Consequently the demo- 
cratic peoples have a common cause, 
are fighting the same enemies, are 
engaged in one worldwide war. 
To state this reality would seem 
to be almost trite. Despite its 
apparent obviousness, however, the 
cneness of the war has by no means 
been fully adopted as the basis of 
the military, economic and political 
policies of the United Nations. Yet 
only if this is done can the war 
be won swiftly and with a minimum 
of losses. Without a common 
United Nations strategy bearing in 
mind each country’s strength and 
specific war problems, Germany and 
Japan are able to divide the forces 
of the democratic powers, to put 
them on the defensive, and to at- 
tack them wherever and whenever 
they please. 
* 

A United Nations world war 
strategy must recognize that Nazi 
Germany is the main enemy and 
tha: against it the heaviest blows 
have to be struck. Germany, with 
its gigantic armed forces, its con- 
trol of Europe's enormous indus- 
tries, and its highly strategic 
position in the heart of Europe, is 
the backbone of the whole Axis. 
Only if Germany is crushed can 
the war be won by the United Na- 
tions. 
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ing that Germany is the main enemy 


and that the war cannot be won 
until that country is defeated, this 


should by no means lead to an 
underestimation of Japan. By over- 


running the Philippines, Malaya, the 
Dutch East Indies, Burma and whole 
sections of China, as well as by its 
present menace to Siveria and 
India, Japan has amply demon- 
strated the tremendous danger it 
presents to the democratic world 
and also the imperative need for 
the countries at war with it to 
direct heavy forces against it. In 
developing a unified world stra- = 
it is not a question of playing the 
German fronts against the Japa- 
nese fronts, but of giving its proper 
weight and of coordinating them. 


The necessary world strategy 
r-ust be planned; it cannot develop 
spontaneously out of the action of 
the several powers, inasmuch as the 
democratic countries feel the pres- 
sure of the two major Axis coun- 
tries in different degrees. Take 
China, for example: observant 
Chinese leaders agree that Germany 
is the most powerful enemy of the 
United Nations, yet their country 
necessarily finds itself fighting al- 
most exclusively against Japan. Or 
consider Great Britain: it feels the 
attacks of both Germany and 
Japan; but its European location, 
the bombing of its cities, the danger 
of invasion, and the attack upon 
the lifelines of its empire, makes it 
feel directly that Germany is the 
main enemy (even if it hesitates to 
accept the logic of this conclusion 
by launching a second front). 

With the United States the situ- 
ation is quite different. It is easy 
for our people to underestimate the 
dominant role of Germany in the 
Axis. So far our actual warfare,
